Punk, which is signified to me as a personal outlet of 
ideas, a rejection and alternative to the main stream 
cesspool of societal values and a community of people who 
have passion for great music and a real alternative, is 
slowly converting itself willingly into the cesspool most of| 
us claim to cry out against. Legions of meat-headed frat 
. boys playing punky dress up flock to the ideas of record 
collecting snobbery and posting millions of albums on social 
^networking sites showing just how hard they can fucking 
“ party. If punk is a cry out against the norm these shit- 
brained assholes would be hard pressed to explain why, last 
time I checked, feeling superior to others based on material} 

J possession and using substance abuse as an escape were and 
still are the status quo. Leave the facebook photo albums 
and keeping up with th« jone§es to the rest of society. 

Although I criticifct th« inter-net for its largely negative 
impact on many things, it is still a very valid source of 
communication, and can b# very useful. Without this source 
^™of communication I wouldn’t have stumbled across some 
m persons Anti-Cimex fan page on myspace and heard songs offl 
•withe Raped Ass EP, and it would have taken much longer to 
*■ learn about most bands I consider my favorite now. When I 
was getting into punk, file sharing and instant access were 
the most popular and commonly used-ways to obtain music, 
for both the punk scene and everyone else, but I feel in a 
lot of ways we could have been just as well off without it. 
Around this same time it was* all the rage to be obsessed 
with only one micro-genre of punk such as Scandinavian 
hardcore or UK82 that was all downloaded from the internet 
or on original vinyl. When did blogging and soulseek become 00 
valid replacements for Zines and Tape Trading? Punk scenes 
across America (and maybe other places) are showing a kind % 
of high school style popularity contest attitude with older 
scenesters" with some obscure band on their studded leather 
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jacket and records of their band released have their 
proverbial cocks sucked while young kids who have the same P 
passion are looked down upon as parasitic bottom feeding Jr 
losers with nothing worthy to contribute. By no means am I 
talking shit on specific people with subliminal messaging, mi 
this is not the intention, but as a general principal this Kv 
attitude has been adopted by a large amount of the punk yW 
scene. Waves of stupid trends that put emphasis on obsession® 
on one micro-genre of certain bands from a country are ttf 
fucking ridiculous nnd are constantly coming in and out aliffi 
the time lately, what Is wrong with liking more than one (T 
micro genro of punk at the same time?
